Mr. Morgan, in charge of the meagure, 
»ought to secure an agreement for a 
vote today or Thursday, but the oppon­ 
ent« of the meagure. led by Mr. Vila« 
and Mr. Daniel, resigtedany agreement. 
W hile disclaiming any purpose of ob­ 
struction or filibustering against 
the 
bill the opposition insisted that it was 
of such grave moment as to demand 
complete discussion. 
Mr. 
Vilas was 
appealed to from many quarters. 
Mr. 
Hoar added a high tribute to the W is­ 
consin senator and saying it was hoped 
Mr Vilas’ term, about to close, would 
not develop an obstruction calculated 
to defeat not only the canal bill, but 
also the bankruptcy bill aud many 
other important questions. 
Mr. Davis 
(Rep. Minn.,) in a similar appeal, said 
the sentiment in the northwest 
was 
most urgent for the speedy considera­ 
tion of the bankruptcy bill. Mr. Daulei 
(Dem. Va.,) reinfoiced Mr. Vilas in 
saying that uo present arrangement for 
a rote was possible. 
Many now diplo­ 
matic questions connected 
w.th the 
canal has just arisen. 
He had no ne*,v 
amendments to propose. 
The measure 
was too momentous to be hurried to a 
vote. 
Answering the appeals made to him, 
Mr. Vilas said the opposition was in­ 
spired by no personal motives, bat re­ 
garded it as a grave public duty that the 
recklessness of the canal project should 
be eiauoravcuv preecuteu 10 tu« sruuUj 
aud the country. 
The senator analyzed 
and criticised the bill section by section. 
He regarded section 7 a* disclosing the 
“mouse in the meal.”

tromotiou, etc., up to $4,500,000, with 
nterest. 
This section was positive in 
terms, aud would go into effect though 
all the rest of the bill and the canal 
failed of execution.

Fla., to at onoj proceed against the al­ 
leged filibuster, the Three Friends, un­ 
der section 4297 of the revised statutes 
for engaging in an act of piracy.

U bm Alone Which Young Men An* A* 
vlaed to rnraue Knowledjrn. 
A voung man in a letter to the editor 
of The Ladies’ Home Journal inquires 
the best systematic course of reading as 
% substitute for an academic education, 
with the view of equipping himself for 
literary pursuits, and also which books 
would be the most beneficial to read 
with the idea of preparing himself to 
enter the field of fiction. 
To the query 
regarding a snbetitnti1 for a college edu­ 
cation Edward W. Bok replies: “ A sa 
substitute for a college education, where 
it is a matter of choice, I am not so sure, 
since so much depends upon the man. 
To one man a good course of reading, 
wisely chosen and followed, would be 
infinitely more helpful than a college 
education, while in the case of another 
man ju6t the reverse would be true 
Borne men absorb 
information more 
readily and retain it better under self 
training, while others need the compul­ 
sory force of teaching to impress things 
upon the mind. 
But where a college 
education is, for some reason, not acces­ 
sible, and a substitute must be found, 
then a course of reading is unquestio»* 
•bly good—none better, in fact.” 
With respect to the inquiry concerning 
a preparation to enter the field of fic­ 
tion, Mr. Bok considers it difficult to 
answer, “ since so much depends upon 
the particular ‘field of historical fiction* 
desired 
However, the best reply, per­ 
haps, is that which suggests the reading 
of a number of the best novels dealing 
with successive periods of English his­ 
tory from Saxon times to the early part 
of the present century. I give a list (not 
reproduced in this exiract] which in 
eludes typical books by the various mas* 
ters of English historical fiction, but it 
might be doubled in length several times 
over without exhanstiug the available 
books of value in this one field. 
A like 
selection may be made from the novels 
treating of different historical periods 
severally of France, Germany, Spain, 
Italy and other countries of Europe and 
America. 
The field is almost limitless, 
but I have begun with the history of 
England, as containing the direct sources 
of American history which need to be 
grasped before one can fairly understand 
the beginnings and progress of our own 
national life. “

THE USEFUL SUNFLOWEK. 


A Number of Valuable Products Proto tin 
Big B right Blngsom. 
Sunflower oil made from the seeds is 
in great demand in this country. 
In 
Russia millions of pounds of the seeds 
are raised annually for the oil, and 
large quantities of this oil are exported 
from that country. 
In the crude state it is used by paint 
ers for inside work, but it dots not 
quite equal linseed oil for varnish pur­ 
poses. 
It is mixed witi most of out 
vtuup paiiiis uuu also with many pre­ 
pared stains. 
Of late years efforts have 
been made to refine the oil so as to sell 
in competition with olive oil. 
In fact, 
puritied sunflower oil is used quite ex 
tensively to adulterate salad oils. Munj 
consider it equal to the ordinary gratis 
of olive and almond oil for table uses. 
It is of a pale yellow color, flavorles* 
and palatable. 
I11 Maryland a good deal of this oil ii 
made to supply the Baltimore trade 
After the oil is extracted from the seed» 
the residue is made into cak<s for cattle 
fatal, and while not so nutritious as the 
food made from the fresh seeds it is of 
considerable \alue. 
The factories that 
express the oil sell the seed cakes at a 
merely nominal sum. 
In the poorer districts of India and 
Europe a fair kind of bread is made 
from sunflower seeds, and the native« 
depend upon )t for a steady article of 
diet. Their cattle are fed with the same 
diet, only the seeds and heads are chop 
ped up together, and even the leaves ure 
fed to the animals. 
The stalks, when stripped of their 
1« aves and heads, are dried and uo-d for 
fuel. One acre of sunflowers will yield • 
great many cords of goodwood. 
The 
stalks are large, tough, brittle and good 
bumei s. A few acres of such fuel will 
List «ai*1 all winter. 
There are many oth< r uses for sunflow­ 
ers tliat the ingenuity of man has do 
. .sed, but the instances cited are snF

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Tbcr« Works of Art, Not Monstrosities, 
Are Produced - How the Deecendante of 
the Old Venetian Glaeeworkers Make 
Beautiful Articles of Use and Ornament. 


Among the lagoons, nearly due north 
of Venice, in the island of 
Murano 
there lives a race of men who seem to 
have a great future. They are the de­ 
scendants of the old Venetian glass- 
workers, and of late years they have 
been reviving the ancient art, which 
made Murano famous in the past, of 
glassblowing. 
The old Venetian glass was what is 
commonly called blown, but the name 
gives a very small idea of the manufac­ 
ture. Glass has certain characteristics 
which give it its true beauty and value 
for art purposes, and though you may 
neglect these and force it to make forms 
utterly foreign to its nature you are 
producing not works of art, but mon­ 
strosities. 
Whatever glass may 6a, i% 
is in its natural stnto not crystalline, m 
that nature is outraged whwi wo grind 
it into sharp angular forms that belong 
rather to other materials. The old Vene­ 
tian glass was light, bright, vitreous in 
appearance and stained w ith the richest 
possible colors, and all these qualities 
are retained in the newly revived man­ 
ufacture at Murano. 
There is one more strong point in far 
vor of glass blown and worked over 
than molded—namely, that every indi­ 
vidual piece is an original art, and as 
it is almost impossible that any two 
should be exactly alike, unless their 
form is very simple 
the buyer 
chooses according to his fancy aud is 
sure that no one else possesses a piece 
exactly the same size and shape. In the 
manufacture of the ordinary cut glass 
minium (red lead) is frequently add­ 
ed to increase its brightness, but this 
destroys at once the characteristic light­ 
ness, and, causing it to cool more rapid­ 
ly, quite prevents the possibility of 
working it in the proper ductile and 
malleable condition. 
The Murano m aterial is worked as 
the ancient Venetian glass made on the 
same island used to be, and all the old 
methods have been discovered, 01 at 
least the same effects have been pro­ 
duced. 
The 
flamma, 
perhaps 
more 
strange than beautiful, the millefiore, 
the smelze, including perfect imitations 
of agates, chalcedons, lapis lazuli, etc., 
for mosaic, the aqua marina, rich ruby 
colors, the brilliant, avventurino, all arc 
here, and many other kinds of work, 
some of which are imitation* of tbo old 
glass and some new inventions. 
The tools used are a hollow reed of 
iron, a few instruments like shears, of 
different sizes, and a stamp with a 
strawberry shaped die. 
The end of th« 
rod is dipped iuto molten glass of, say. 
ruby color, and a portion accumulated 
on its end. 
ft too much or too Lttle i» 
taken, the wineglass w ill not be of the 
right size, and if the metal, as it is call- 
i d, is not of the right temperature, the 
color w ill be too dark or too light. Tbo 
lump is rolled on a table iuto symmetry 
und heated again. 
A few turns of the 
rod and a breath or two through it, and 
a hollow ball appears at the end. 
One 
extra puff of the breath and the bowl 
would be too large and too thin. A boy 
brings up a.small portion of white glass, 
which he has picked out of another res­ 
ervoir and blown hollow. This must he 
so hot as almost to drop off the rod, and 
must be r< ady at the exact moment. He 
touches the bowl with it, and the two 
adhere like sealing wax. 
A pull asun­ 
der and one dextrous tw ist form tlxe 
delicate stem of the wineglass upon 
which three little lumps of glass ant 
then stuck and stamped as strawberriei 
and the whole is again introduced iuto 
the furnuce, where it would instantly 
droop out of shape but for tho deft ma­ 
nipulation which it undergoes. 
By the time it is heated the boy is 
ready w ith another globe of glass, per 
haps of a different color, which he 
causes to adhere to the bottom of the 
stent. The man spins it around between 
his shears, nipping part of it almost off, 
and thus gaining the right quantity of 
metal for the foot, no less and no more 
One tap on an iron ledge breaks the su 
pet fluous piece, and leaves a small hole 
at the point of the fracture. Once more 
the action of the fire is called in to soft 
en the brittle material, and when the 
pear shaped ends come out the points of 
the closed shears are introduced to 
widen the opening into a cnplike form. 
A small lump of avventurino is by 
this time on the end of the boy’s rod, 
melted and only saved from dropping 
by his dexterity. 
One toach and it ad­ 
heres to the end of the cup just formt'd. 
He puts it out and winds it around, ad­ 
hering os it g(x*s to the edge. Again tho 
fire does its duty, and then the artist 
finishes the form of the foot, detaching 
immediately tho bulb at the top from 
his hollow rod. 
Another rod, with a 
molten piece of glass, is prepared for 
him by the boy’s ready cc operation, 
and is pressed «against the center of the 
foot, to which it adheres. 
Into the fire 
goes the whole piece, and When with 
drawn the bow! of the glass is partly 
shaped by the shears, a w en tut inn wound 
around thjpicdge an before with the foot. 
A last heat, and with artistic care the 
delicate, crocuslike bow l, w'hich is somo 
day to contain the sparkling wine, is 
oompleted.—London Globe.

It is generally known that Mr. W il­ 
son w ill be secretary of agriculture, he 
having wired to Senator Allison yester­ 
day that that portfolio had been offered 
aud accepted. 


Jarru^ Wjjgop w*« born Aug. MS, 1885, 
in Ayreshire, Scotland, of parents belong­ 
ing to the (arming claas of the population. 
His parents emigrated to Connecticut iu 
the spring of 1852, aud began farming in 
the vicinity of Norwich. They came to 
Iowa in the fall of IKA buying govern­ 
ment land in Tama county. James is the 
oldest of 14 children, seven boys and seven 
girlsL 
His father, John Wilson, was a 
stock farmer, aud began at an early day 
to fatten stock for the eastern market. 
The family pursued diversified farming, 
having made the dairy feature prominent 
from the beginning, aa well as that of 
meat making. James was sent to the 12th 
Iowa general assembly, and secured en 
abetments changing the custom of permit­ 
ting stock to run at large. 
He was re­ 
elected to the 13th and lith general assem­ 
blies, being speaker of the house in the 
last assembly in which be served. The 
code of 1875 was enacted while he pre­ 
sided, He w 
elected to the 43d congress 
during his lost term in the house, and was 
re-elected to the 44th congress. He retired 
at the cud of his second term to bis farm, 
when he was appointed by Governor Sher­ 
man a member of the railway com rai- 
■ion. 
After nerving one year he resigned 
to toke his ax H in the 48th congress.

It set*ms the height of absurdity to 
look upon the so called "Sum ner Por­ 
trait of Franklin at Tw enty," belonging 
t-o Harvard university, its au authentic 
portrait. Where did Franklin, who was 
grubbing for funds to carry him home 
at the time this picture is nu poised to 
have been painted, get the money for 
the "purple and flue linen" in which he 
is arrayed, let alone to pay the artist 
for his work? Aside from F> auk I in’s cir 
cumstances being against its authentic 
ity, his "Autobiography" is silent upon 
sn important a subj«,ct as this portrait 
and its history is purely mythical.

In d ia n a p o lis, Feb. 2.-—Cigarette leg­ 
islation kept the house busy Monday aft­ 
ernoon, and the lobbies were filled with 
women.

A long W hich Young Men Ar* 
vised to Purine Knowledge. 
A young man in a letter to the editor 
of The Ladies* Home Journal inquires 
the best systematic course of reading as 
a substitute for an academic education, 
with the view of equipping himself for 
literary pnrsuits, and also which books 
would be the most beneficial to read 
with the idea of preparing himself to 
enter the field of fiction, 
To the query 
regarding a substitute for a college edu­ 
cation Edward W. Bok replies: " A sa 
substitute for a college education, where 
It is a matter of choice, I arn not so sure, 
since so much depends upon tho man. 
To one man a good course of reading, 
wisely chosen and followed, would be 
Infinitely more helpful than a college 
education, while in the case of another 
man just the reverse would be true 
Some men absorb information more 
readily and retain it better under self 
training, while others need the compul­ 
sory force of teaching to impress things 
upon the mind. 
But where a college 
education is, for some reason, not acces­ 
sible, and a substitute must be found, 
then a course of reading is unquestio»* 
ably good—none better, in fact.” 
With respect to the inquiry concerning 
a preparation to enter the field of fic­ 
tion, Mr. Bok considers it difficult to 
answer, "since so much depends upon 
the particular ‘field of historical fiction* 
desired 
However, the best reply, per­ 
haps, is that which suggests the reading 
of a number of the best novels dealing 
with successive periods of English his­ 
tory from Saxon times to the early part 
of the present century. I give a list [uol 
reproduced in this extract] which in 
eludes typical books by the various mas­ 
ters of English historical fiction, but it 
might be doubled in length several time* 
over without exhausting the available 
books of value in this one field.

Among the lagoons, nearly due north 
of Venice, in the island of Murano 
there lives a race of men who seem to 
have a great future. They are tile de­ 
scendants of the old Venetian glnss- 
workers, and of late years they have 
been reviving the ancient art, which 
made Murano famous in the past, of 
glassblowing. 
The old Venetian glass was what is 
commonly called blown, but the name 
gives a very small idea of the manufac­ 
ture. Glass has certain characteristics 
which give it its true beauty and value 
for art purposes, aud though you may 
neglect these and force it to make forms 
utterly foreign to its nature you are 
producing not works of art, but mon­ 
strosities. Whatever glass may 6a, it 
is in its natural stat® not crystalline, so 
that nature is outraged whoa wo grind 
it into sharp angular forms that belong 
rather to other materials. The old Vdic­ 
tion glass was light, bright, vitreous in 
appearance and stained with the richest 
possible colors, and all these qualities 
ai«o retained in the newly resrhed man­ 
ufacture at Murano. 
There is one more strong point in fa­ 
vor of glass blowen and work**! over 
than molded—namely, that every indi­ 
vidual piece is an original art, aud as 
It is almost impossible that any two 
should bv exactly alike, unless their 
form is very simple Indeed, the buyer 
chooses according to his fancy aud is 
sure that no one else possesses a piece 
exactly the same size uud shape. In the 
manufacture of the ordinary cut glass 
minium (red lead) is frequently add­ 
ed to increase its brightness, but this 
destroys at once the characteristic light­ 
ness, and, causing it to cool more rapid­ 
ly, quite prevents the possibility of 
working it in the proper ductile and 
malleable condition. 
The Murano material is worked as 
the ancient Venetian glass made on the 
same island used to be, and all the old 
methods have been discovered, 01 at

THE USEFUL SUNFLOW ER 


A N a m b e r o f V a l u a b l e P r o d u c t* F r o m th # 
D ig B r i g h t B lo s s o m . 
Sunflower oil made from the seeds is 
in great demand in this country. 
In 
Russia millions of pounds of tho seeds 
are raised annually for the oil, aud 
large quantities of this oil are exported 
from t hut country. 
In the crude state it is used by paint 
ers for inside work, but it does not 
quite equal linseed oil for varnish pur­ 
poses. It is mixed wit! 
most of oui 
chi up paints and also with many pre­ 
pare d stains. 
Of late years efforts have 
been made to refine the oil so as to sell 
in competition with olive oil. 
In fact, 
purified sunflower oil is used quite ex 
tensile!/ to adulterate salad oils. Man? 
consider it equal to the ordinary grads 
of olive and almond oil for table uses. 
It is of a pale yellow color, flavorless 
and palatable. 
In Maryland a good deal of this oil ii 
made to supply the Baltimore trade 
After the oil is extracted from the seed* 
the residue ic made into cakes for cattle 
food, aud while not so nutritious as the 
fw a1 made from the fresh seeds it is of 
considerable \alue. 
The factories that 
express the < ii (-ell the seed cakes at a 
merely nominal sum. 
In the poorer districts of India and 
Europe a fair kind of bread is made 
from sunflower M ods, and the natives 
depend upon it fur a steady article of 
dict. Their cuttle are fed with the same 
diet, only the seeds uud Iliads are chop 
ped up together, anil even the leases ure 
fed to the animals. 
The stalks, when stripped of their 
leaves mid heads, are dried and used for 
fuel. One ai re of sunflowers will yield a 
great many cords of good wood. 
Th# 
stalks ai’e large, tough, brittle and good 
Lumets.

The tools used are a hollow reed of 
iron, a few instruments like shears, of 
different sizes, and a stamp w ith a 
strawberry shaped die. 
The end of th* 
rod is dipped into molten glass of, say, 
ruby color, and a portion accumulated 
on its end. 
It t< o much or too little i» 
taken, the wineglass will not be of Use 
right size, and if the metal, as it is call­ 
ed, is not of tho right temperature, th© 
color will be too dark or too light. Tho 
lump is rolled on a table into symmetry 
and heated agaia 
A few turns of tho 
rod and a breath or two through it, and 
a hollow ball appears at the end. 
One 
extra puff of the breath and the bowl 
would be too large and too thin. A boy 
brings up a small portion of white glass, 
which he has picked out of another res­ 
ervoir and blown hollow. This must be 
so hot as almost to drop off the rod, and 
must bo r< ady at the exact moment, lie 
touches the bowl with it, and the two 
adhere like seulirg wax. 
A pull asun­ 
der and one dextrous twist form tire 
delicate stem of the wineglass upon 
which three little lumps of glass are 
then stuck aud stamjjed as strawberries 
and the whole is again Introduced into 
the furnace, whore it would instantly 
droop out of shape but for the deft ma­ 
nipulation which it undergoes. 
By the time it is heated the boy is 
ready with another globe of glass, per 
haps of a different color, which be 
causes to adhere to the bottom of the 
stem. The man spins it around between 
his shears, nipping part of it almost off, 
and thus gaining the right quantity of 
metal for the foot, no less and no more 
One tup on an iron ledge breaks the su 
pei fluous piece, and leaves a small hole 
at the J joint of the fracture. Once more 
the action of the fire is called in to soft 
en the brittle material, and when th© 
pear shaped ends come out the points of 
the closed shears are introduced to 
widen the opening into a cnplike form. 
A small lump of avventurino is by 
this time on th© end of the boy’s rod, 
melted and only saved from dropping 
by his dexterity. 
One teach and it ad­ 
heres to the end of th© cup just formed. 
He puts it out and winds it around, ad­ 
hering us it goes to the edge. Again th© 
fire does its duty, aud then the artist 
finishes the forrn of the foot, detaching 
immediately the bulb at the top from 
bis hollow rod. 
Another rod, w ith a 
molten piece of glass, is prepared for 
him by the boy’s reudy co operation, 
and is prcsis-d against the center of the 
foot, to which it adheres.

goes the w hole piece, and When with 
drawn the I mw I of the glass is partly 
shajH'd by the shears, avventurino wound 
around t)\fc* dge as before with the foot 
A last heat, and with artistic t are th© 
delicate, croeunlike bow l, whioh is sumo 
day to contam the sparkling wine, is 
completed, —London Globe.
